CLASS   HISTORY

Here,  at  the  latter  part  of  our  Senior  days 
as  student  nurses  we  look  forward  to  the 
Junior-Senior  Banquet  and  our  Spring  dance. 
We  think  one  of  our  greater  thrills  of  our 
Senior  year  has  been  working  on  this  year's 
Lamp.  But  most  of  all  we're  looking  for- 
ward to  receiving  another  black  stripe,  a 
white  uniform,  a  pin,  and  a  diploma.  We'll 
stop  here  in  the  middle  of  a  fond  dream  of 
forty-three  Seniors  in  white  uniforms  carry- 
ing a  dozen  red  roses  across  a  green  lawn 
to  end  three  years  of  hard  and  faithful  serv- 
ice to  a  well  chosen  and  beloved  profession.
